oo that no pernen who failed to draw 
a number can file on any of the land until 
after Aug. 6. Smith may be anxious to re- 
linquish for a consideration, but unless 
Jones has drawn a number giving him the 
Same rights as Smith the two cannot make 
a deal. At the end of the 60 days, how- 
ever, Smith can do business with any per- 
son qualified to make entry under the gen- 
eral homestead laws. Speculators know 
this and will confine themselves to looking 
for the best buyers during the 60 days. 

Perhaps 1500 to 2000 claims will be left for 
the wagon emigrants, and others who have 
been in the country for months and failed 
to draw a number. At the end of the sixty 
days, these persons can go immediately to 
their land office and file, or if they settle 
upon a homestead in advance of any other 
person they can remain thereon, three 
months before filing their entry. Many 
persons will squat upon homesteads, in the 

ope that they will not be taken by persons 
who draw numbers. If the homesteads are 
mot taken when the land office closes on 
August 6, the squatters are safe. 

The streets today are lined with prairie 
echooners laden with household goods, and 
all are headed south. The town, which 
last Monday accommodated about 40,000 
visitors, is nearly deserted today. Last 
night's and this morning's trains have car- 
ried away hundreds, who remained for the 
close of the drawing. The commissioners 
who will have charge of selling townsites 
will leave today or tomorrow for their dis- 
tricts. The sales will begin on August 6.

LESSON NO. 1. 


To begin with, a good deal depends upon, 
the bathing suits. 

I know a professional swimmer will laugh | 
at that, 
hampered by heavy and badly made bath- 
ing shits that I cannot say too much to 
warn people about the sort of costume to 
wear, especially when going into the water. 
Personally, I always recommend brililan- 
tine. It is far better than flannel, which 
is heavy and clings to the limbs. Brillian- 
tine is light and. sheds water. 

I think bloomers are especially bad in 
bathing suits. The bloomers, or full trous- 
ers either, fill with water and prevent free 
motion of the limbs.

My own bathing suit consists‘of rather 
tight trousers of brilliantine, coming well 
above the knee, and met by black stock- 
The waist has short sleeves and a

The First Lesson. 


The very first swimming lesson is about 
the most important of any—so much de- 
ends on the way the beginner is taken 
Aer the water the first time.

The Teacher. 


The teacher ought to be someone who 


is not only an expert swimmer himself, but 
| one who understands .the necessity of be- 
|ing careful with a beginner. 


If a teacher tries to frighten a beginner 
or dare her into going beyond her depth 
she may never be able to swim at all. 

T have known people of grace and 
strength and a axel deal of general confi- 
dence quite spoiled by a bad teacher. 

If a raft or a float is used, it should be 
tuken out just beyond the depth of. the 
pupil's head. Then she should be dropped 
gently qff and given this general warning, 


while she is learning to swim: 
Breathing. 


In the water she must breathe exactly as 
she would breathe on land. A beginner 
must regulate her breath even more care- 
fully than she does her motions in the wa- 
ter. She must net hold her breath, or, 
above all, expel it quickly. She must just 
breathe. 

Another word of warning to the beginner: 
She must pay no attention to her feet. The 
tendency of the gir! learning to swim is to 
watch her feet. Her feet do not matter. Let 
her remember her head, and her feet will 
take care of themselves. 


Floating. 


The minute the shock of the first con- 
tact with the water is over, she is ready 
to learn to float. Before she can really 
learn to do this she must gain confidence 
in the water. For this reason it is well for 
the beginner to go out two or three times 
with her teacher and simply slip from the 
raft and practice breathing in the water. 

When she has mastered this she will find 
herself some day lIvinge on the water. chin 
up and feet submerged, and she will find 
she can really float. 

The Way she has come to do this uncon- 
sciously I will tell in the next lesson.

ST. LOUIS CHOSEN AS NEXT MEET- 
ING PLACE. 


EUCHARISTIC LEAGUE’S PLAN 


Every Priest in the United States Is 
a Member and Great Gathering

St. Louis has been selected as the meeting 
place of the next Eucharistic Congress, 
which comprises every parish priest and 
prelate of prominence in the United States, 
The league will convene Oct. 15, and con- 
tinue in session three days.

The sessions of the congress will be held 
in the basement of St. Francis Xavier's 
Church, Grand avenue and Lindell bouie- 
vard, and rooms in the St. Louis University 
wili be set ayart for the members of the 
various committees. 

The purpose of the Eucharistic League ‘s 
to cement a closer relationship between the 
bishops and priests of the Catholic Church. 

KEvery member of the league is required 
to spend an hour each week in adoration 
before the biessed sacrament. Once a month 
he filig out and sends to the central direc- 
tor a formula, printed for the purpose, giv- 
ing each day of each week on which he has 
made his adoration, and once a year he of- 
fers the masz for the repose of the mem- 
bers who have died during the year. 


Fifth Congress 
of the Kind. 


It is for the purpose of promoting these 
objects that conventions and congresses 
are held from time to time, The coming 
congress will be the fifth of the kind that 
has been convened in the United States.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—Adulterated milk and 
cream are to be confiscated in future at the 
receiving depots of all railroads. The dis- 


covery of formalin at the receiving depots 

will result in the seizure of the cans and 

ont of its contents into the nearest 
utter, 

This was the order issued by Dr. F. W. 
Reilly, acting commissioner of health. The 
crusade against impure and adulterated 
milk has shown the officials of the health 
department that the city dealers are not 
wholl to blame. Several samples delivered 
direct from the farm have been found to be 
doctored with formalin. In order to stop 
the entrance of drugged milk and cream 
into Chicago Mr. Reilly had adopted the 
plan of testing the milk as it is unloaded 
from trains and before it is distributed to 


dealers.

TO PAY COUNT BONI’S DEBTS. 


The Goulds Ordered to Distribute 
Funds in Their Hands. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—George J. Gould 
and Helen M. Gould, as receivers of the 
income of Countess Castellane (nee Anna 
Gould) have been directed by the United 
States Circuit Court to pay the instail- 
ments of principal and interest past due 
on three mortgages upon property of Anna 
Gould on the Avenue Bois de Boulogne, 
Paris, and her country piace, known as the 
Chateau de Marais. He also directs the 
payment of certain installments upon two 
judgments held by Charles Manheims and 
Susmain, Rheims & Co., and instructs the 
receivers to pay a dividend of 10 per cent 
to the 104 creditors who have intervened 
and become parties-complainant in the 
creditors’ suit. 

The payment ordered by the court will 
aggregate $230,000, and will leave in the 
hands of the receivers $100,000 of surplus 
income undistributed: Another order made 
by Judge I acombe allows the claims of 106 
creditors of Anna Gould, aggregating 
$1,450,000. The largest individual claim in 
this list is that of Isidor Siegler for $213,- 
630.26.

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CORKBALL IS POPULAR 


- WITH HUNDREDS OF BOYS 
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popular with boys. 


‘The Rules Are Not Uniform, but the 


Players of All Sections Enter Into 
It With Equal Zest and 
Enthusiasm. 


Corkball, a game that seems to have 
invented itself, has conquered juvenile St. 
Louis in a fortnight. 

Hundreds of boys of North and South St. 
Louls east of Grand avenue are corkball 


enthusiasts. 
You may see them playing corkball ev- 
erywhere, in alleys, on vacant lots and in 
tenement back yards. 
Simplicity is the feature of the corkball 
ame. 

It is the easiest game in the world to play 
and very difficult to explain. 
A boy can watch a game of corkball five 
minutes and thoroughly understand the 
game. 

He may labor all day trying to explain 
the game orally. 

In a word, corkball is a’ kind of indoor 
baseball with certain modifications. 

It is played with a ball of cork, the size 
= lemon, a broomstick bat and lots of 
noise. 


Number of 
Players Varies. 


Usually there are three players to a side, 
a pitcher, a catcher eand a fieleder. 

Many teams add one or more fielders to 
increase the fun. 

Runs are scored as in baseball and five 

innings usually complete a corkball game. 
There are no bases and no runs in cork 
ball. But there are Imaginary bases and 
imaginary runs. This is the easy part of 
— game to see and the hard part to ex- 
plain. 
To illustrate! Suppose that one side is 
in and a member of the team is at the bat. 
He strikes at the ball. If he knocks the 
ball 150 feet it is called a home run. This 
home run {s supposed to bring every mem- 
ber of his team home from the bases. Con- 
sequently it entitles every member of the 
team to go to bat. 

If: the batter knocks the ball straight 
required for a home run, it is called “a 
strike.’’ A strike is supposed to carry two 
base runners, who are supposed to be on

The Union Leaders Must 
Reach a Conclusion Soon. 


OFFICIALS ARE STILL 
IN CONFERENCE 


NO MEMBER WILL EXPRESS AN 
OPINION ON THE OUTCOME, 


There Are Now Only Two Courses Open 
to the Amalgamated Association, 
Accept the Combine’s Pro- 
posal or Continue Strike. 


oHOOTOOOHODH OOH OOD 
STEEL COMBINE’S TERMS, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

Following is the gist of the proposition 
made by the steel combine, through J. 
Pterpont Morgan, to settle the strike, and 
which has been under consideration the past 
three days by the officers of the Amalga- 
mated Association: 

1—The Amalgamated Association's de- 
mand that steel workers in nonunion mills 
be compelled to join the organization is 
withdrawn. 

2—The steel companies agree not to dis- 
charge workers on account of their connec- 
tion with the union or because of efforts to 
organize branches of the union in  non- 
union mills. “* 

8—The Amalgamated scale is to be the 
minimum scale of wages in all the mills, 
but the company may maintain special cofi- 
tracts with workers at nonunion mills, and 
the Amalgamated scale néed not be signed 
f® those mills. 

4—All mills under the control of the Uni- 
ted States Steel Corporation shall] be open 
to steel workers, with or without union 
cards. 
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PITTSBURG, Aug. 2.—The situation in 
the steel strike this morning was anything 
but favorable to an amicable adjustment 
of the dispute between the association and 
the United States Steel Corporation. As 
far as can be learned, President Shaffer of 
the Amalgamated has not received any 
reply ‘from New York officials of the com- 
pany .regarding a further conference, ex- 


cept the telegram which it ig said ar- 
rived last night and which declined a fur- 
ther discussion’ of the questions at issue 
between the labor leaders and the company. 
This telegram gave the substance of a 
letter which had been mailed and which 
was expected to arrive in the first mail 
this morning. 

The refusal of the steel company officials 
to enter into another conference, if ad 
hered to, leaves oniy two ways open to 
the Amalgamated Association. One is to 
order the striking workmen back to work 
under the terms prepared and the other 
is to proceed with the strike in the hope 
of involving. all the union men employed 
in the constituent.concerns of the United 
States Steel Corporation. _. 

The first course ‘union men say - holds 
little promise fur the workmen since the 
strike has abrogated All- the union scales 
in force bcofore the treuble started, leav- 
ing them entirely at the mercy of the 
manufacturers. 

‘The secopd.course.means a struggle to 
“tie ® death tor the association, as the an- 
nouncement has been made on good author- 
ity that the mills will be started next week 
with non-tunton men if the strikers do not 
resume work. 

The board went into session at 10 o'clock 
and James Nutt, secretary of the labor bu- 
reau of the Republic Iron and Steel Co., 
and Joseph Bishop, secretary of the Ohio 
Board of Arbitration, were present. 

The conference adjourned at noon and is- 
sued the following: 

“There is nothing to give out. We will re- 
open at 2 o’clock.’ 

It is absolutely impossible to get any of 
the conferees to give an expression of what 
has or will be done. 

lt is said that before a general strike 
is ordered the-officers of the United States 
Steel Corporation will be fully informed of 
the intention of the Amalgamated officers 
if more favorable terms are not promptly

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—The fleetest ship 
of the merchant marine—the Deutschland— 
was twice a winner when her forefoot 
imaginary line abreast of 
Sandy Hook lightship. 

She made a new world’s record for a 
Gay’s run, and also a record for the fastest 
@iverage speed traveling to the westward. 

The Hamburg-American liner from noon 
on July 30 to meridian of next day steamed 
601 knots, or 692.09 land miles. This is 14 
knots better than her best previous day’s 
steaming to the westward—587 knots—on 
Her fastest day’s run to the 
eastward is 557 knots, made on her trip to 
Piymouth, ending July 17, 1901. 

he Deutschland’s average for her last 
performance from Cherbourg Mole to 
Sandy Hook lightship is 23.07 knots an 
hour, or thirteen-one hundredths of a knot 
better than on her May trip to New York. 
A seaday to the westward is 22 hours and 
5h0 minutes long. On the day she covered 
0] knots the Deutschland, therefore, trav- 
eled at the rate of 24.198 nautical miles an 
hour. It was rainy and rough on that day. 
Wind and swells’ were against the ocean

UNCLE SAM'S TREES ON FIRE. 
Fire on Jefferson Barracks Reserva- 
tion Lasted Five Days. 


A strip of ashes more than a mile long 
and 400 feet wide through the forest on 
Jefferson Barracks reservation. marks the 
trail of a brush fire that raged intermit-
